MINOR EUROPEAN STATES. 


Th» C.ur.. of Kvrut< In tkx S_.ll Klnc- 


Pnblic attention is so much absorbed, 


usually, in what is going on in the larger 


ountries, that the minor states of the 
world uud their affairs are but little 
noted. 


Yet events, apparently of small impor- 


tance, which take place in these .smaller 
states, have sometimes a bearing upon 
the destiny of their bigger neighbors. 


Tha course of events to-day, for in- 


stance, in the small kingdoms and prin- 
cipalities of southeastern Kuro|K!—in 
Servia, Roumania, Bulgaria, and Monte- 
negro—is watched with anxious inter- 
est by the great powers; for a disturb- 
ance in that region always carries with 
it the possibility of bringing about a 
European war. 


Taking a general glance at the minor 


states of Em-ope, we find that in two of 


i—in Spain mid in Holland—general 


elections for new parliaments have been 
held within the past six months; while 
in several others, important ministerial 
changes have taken place. 


The Spanish general election occurred 


early in February, ami was the most in- 
teresting which has been held in Spain 
since the restoration of the Bourbon 
monarchy. 


Its result was the return of a very 


heavy majority in favor of the conserv- 
ative ministry of the present prime 
minister, Senur Canovas del Castillo. In 
the deputies his supporters 
number 


about three hundred and fifty, while all 
shades of the opposition including lib- 
erals and republicans—only number one 
hundred and twenty. 


The Spanish senate, since the elec- 


tions, has one hundred and thirty con- 
servative members, while the parties in 
opposition have only thirty. 


Strong, however, as the conservative 


majority is in the Cortes, or parliament, 
the other parties are sulliciently for- 
midable, esjiecialiy in the cities auc 
towns, to render Senor Castillo's task 
of governing far from an easy one; and 
it is probable that troublesome times 
are abend in Spanish politics. 


The elections in Holland, which took 


place in June, instead of confirming the 
ministry in power, as was the case in 
Spain, resulted adversely to the states 
men in olliee, and involved a change of 
ministers.

-startling changes may occur at Lisbon 
an^- time.—Youth's Coupanion.

THE JAR TRAP 


How Rat. Ar« Trn|),,e<l l,» the Enrl'*h- 


mnn In Murmuh. 


Rats may readily be induced to jump 


or drop into any receptacle, especially 
if it altords them adequate conceal- 
ment, and they do this without one. lin- 
gering suspicion of their inability to 
reach the, only existing outlet when tho 
time for retreat approaches. 
Thus 


traps on this principle may readily be 
designed and are obviously preferable 
to our rat traps where the vermin are 
numerous. This method was thus ex- 
plained by our 
correspondent, who- 


spoke of tiio traps as being "most suc- 
cessfully used in Dimnah, where the 
rats are a perfect pest. The jar trap 
was set for three nights." 


"On the first occasion I saw twenty- 


twn rats turned out. On the second 
night only nine rats were caught. 
The 


trap was then put away for weeks, 
when it was again successfully used, 
but [ am unable to say to what extent 
it then succeeded. The common Pegu 
jar I used was about one and one-half 
or two feet deep, and fourteen or fifteen 
inches broad, and a hole was punched 
in the shoulder jtist large enough for a 
rat to enter. There was about six or 
seven inches of paddy (rice in husk) in 
the jar, which was buried to within 
eiglit inches of the top. The month of 
the jar was then closed with a board 
and a.stone. A quantity of old timber 
joists and straw were in the outhouse, 
and no end of rat holes everywhere 
aronml. 


"I incline to the opinion that my 


blue-legged Hurmah servant very 'ju- 
diciously' punched the hole with an old 
nail and a hammer, for though it was 
by no means regular or quite round (it 


j seemed at first sight too small), it just 


admitted a hungry rat. I do not think 
the rats, after they had eaten all the 
grain, could have gotten through tho 
hole, they seemed so filled out; other- 
wise, with such a lot in the jar, some 
could have got to tho hole and pulled 
through, I imagine. A moving mass of 
frightened, screaming rats is a bad 
'taking off' for a jump, I admit, but an 
old fellow now and then might have hit 
the hole. 
I doubt if he could, however, 


have got through." It is important, 
however, in traps of this kind, to se« 
that tho inside of the vessel is so smooth 
us to afford no foothold for the rats, 01 
they will readily escape by climbing th* , 
sides.— London Field.
